A Cneery Kitchen. 


A colorful kitchen is a bright, cheer- 


ful place in which, to en joy, a simple 
breakfast when the housekeeper em- 
ploys no assistant, and where a reach 
of the arm or a step to the oven will 
produce sizzling hot food daintily 
served amid pleasant, surroundings. 


To make the kitchen attractive, the 


walls should be the first considera- 
tion. Painted walls are ideal for 
kitchen use, especially when they are 
painted with a paint that can be 
washed. If water-tones are preferred, 
they can easily and inexpensively be 
renewed each year. Stenciled borders 
are little to be reckoned with, as they 
are never really effective and detract 
from the dignity of a figured curtain 
material. In the case of a very high 
wainscoting, 
a wallpaper can oc- 


casionally be very effectively used, 
but must be covered with one or two 
coats of shellac. 
The woodwork fo trhe kitchen may 


be painted or enameled in plain -white 
or cream or to match in tone the 
painted 
kitchen 
furniture. 
Often 


when the furnishings and walls are 
neutral the woodwork can become 
the vivid color note of the room. 
Kitchen floors may be either plain 


painted (several shades darker than 
the walls), linoleum-covered in plain 
or tiled aptterns, or cemented, de- 
pending on the effect to be desired.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 16.—The 


town of Savage, Miss., was levelled by 
a cyclone which struck there during 
the night, according to refugees who 
reached Memphis today. 


Nearly a score of persons were in- 


jured and a number were reported 
missing. 


Late reports stated five persons 


had been killed at Savage and at 
Pritchard. 


When the cyclone struck the town 


entire families were blown into the 
Coldwater river and some may have 
been swept to death, refugees said. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 16.—A tor- 


nado swept Savage, Miss., during the 
night, causing extensive 
property 


damage, according to reports here to- 
day. 


One report said several 
persons 


lost their lives and a number were 
injured when the storm struck. Wire 
communication, however, has not been 
re-established in the stricken district 
Relief workers were rushed from sur- 
rounding towns to Savage today.

Municipal 
ownership men say that this Is play- 
ing into the hands of the privateiy- 
owned utilities. 
The first amendment strikes from 


the present constitution the proviso 
that J200 worth, of household goods 
shall be exempt In effect this exemp- 
tion has largely, wiped out taxes on 
this form of property.

amendment removes 


from the constitution the proviso that 
{where that document says all other 
property shall pay taxes the exemp- 
tion clause coveming warrants, bonds 
or other evidences of debt of the state 
or any of its governmental subdivi- 
sions. 
Taken together the 
amendments 


•would eliminate practically all prop- 
erty now exempt, save that fixed by 
federal statute and constitution.

known of all Jungle hunters, will be 
played In superior court here March 
22, when the Carl E. Akeley divorce 
suit is beard. 


Four times Mrs. Delia J. Akeley ac- 


compamed her husband, tbe famous 
big game hunter and naturalist, thru 
the trackless jungles of Africa, estab- 
lishing a name ior herself as a won- 
derful shot and probably the 
most 


daring huntress of all times. 


But on the fifth trip, Akeley braved 


fever, wild animals and exposure In 
the wilds of Africa without his wife. 
On bis return last year, he filed suit 
for divorce oa grounds of desertion. 
Mrs Akeley filed a cross bill shortly 
after, alleging desertion previous to i 
the date mentioned by her husband,: 
July, 1917. 
, 
The Akeleys were married In 1902, 


while Akeley vras head of the Field 
museum of 
Chicago. The 
couple 


started almost immediately for Africa 
to collect specimens for the museum. 


On the first expedition Mrs. Akeley 


made a reputation for herself. 
For 


more than 1,000 miles across the heart 
ot the "dark continent" she shared 
every danger and hardship with her 
husband. Time after time, together 
they braved death under the ranges of 
jungle beasts. 


Four years later, on the next Afri- 


can trip, she saved her husband's life, 
in a battle with a Uon. The only 
•white woman for hundreds of miles, 
she nursed the seriously wounded 
naturalist back to health. 


A few months later the adventure- 


some wife shot and killed the largest 
elephant ever taken in Africa, by man. 
or woman. In accomplishing this feat,' 
they narrowly escaped with their 
lives. 
The return to America, following 


each trip to the wilds of Africa, found 
both attracting universal attention. 
Akeley was "lionized" by scientific 
and socially prominent groups, lectur- 
ing from coast to coast In spite ot the 
urgings of her friends, the wife re- 
fuesd steadily to lecture on her ex- 
periences. 
Steadily the civilian life of the two 


intrepid explorers and hunters grew 
apart until last year, Akeley left bis

BEATRICE, Neb., March 15.—Dam- 


ages aggregating SI3.898.49 in favor of 
the farmers in the vicinity of the Bar- 
neston hydro-electric dam were award- 
ed nineteen of the farmers against 
the Beatrice power company by the 
Jury which recently took evidence to 
ascertain the damage caused to farm 
lands, by reason of the construction 
t>f the big dam 
recently completed. 


The Jury deliberated nine hours. 


Among other things the jury found 


that the power house at the dam will 
be a public utility, that ordinary navi- 
gation will not be obstructed, that fish 
of passage will not be destroyed by 
the dam and that the health of the 
neighborhood will not be endangered. 


Damages awarded will run from $4,-

constructed, to as low as $8,50, The 
amounts allowed were far below those 
claimed by land owners, and it is be- 
lieved there will Ve some appeals from 
the jury's findings.

Problems of the Aerial. 


No. V—To Another House or a Tree. 


To an experienced radio man tak- 


ing a trolley ride around any big city 
no mistake of the radio amateur is 
quite so apparent as the one which is 
seen in aerial installations where the 
antenna wire is run from the house of 
the receiver to a nearby house or to a 
tree or a telegraph pole at a distance. 


In almost every case the amateur 


will drive a spike or a hook under the 
eaves o£ his house, run a rope out to 
the insulator, and let his aerial run 
frtim there on to the other house or 
the tree. This means that the aerial 
wire itself is really lower than the 
roof of his house. 


It Is true that he will get reception 


on a wire of this kind, but he will 
never know until he does it differ- 
ently what he is missing. Not long 
ago a friend of mine complained to 
me that he was getting all of the 
nearby stations very well, but that for 
some reason he could not get the dis- 
tant stations that his neighbors got. I 
went out to his house and saw that 
his aerial was installed in just this 
way. 
He had managed to get his 


rope up near the peak of the roof of 
his house, but the aerial was still he- 
low the top of the house, and the 
other end was much lower than the 
top of the tree 
attached. 


to which it was 


We got busy and installed one of 


the outfits shown in one of the illus- 
trations here. The roof of his house 
was a flat roof, and we put up a pair 
of shear legs, like the one dealt with 
in the last article. 


This raised the aerial some ten or 


fifteen feet higher than the roof, and 
it was remarkable to notice the dif- 
ference in reception. 
It not 
only 


brought In the nearby stations as tho 
we had added two extra stages of 
amplification, but from then on he had 
no difficulty whatever in receiving the 
out-of-town signals which he had been 
lacking before. 


In every case of this kind it is 


almost essential for proper reception 
of signals that the aerial wire be 
raised just as high as it is possible to 
raise it. Do not forget that in some 
of these methods it is essential to use 
very strong guying, because this plan 
of having an aerial lead away from 
the house involves putting up the 
mast very close to the edge of the 
roof, and it is not possible ordinarily 
to use the kind of supports that are 
used when the pull of the aerial wire 
is in the opposite direction. 


It is very easy, however, in almost 
every case to devise a proper system 
of guying, so that all the .strain will 
be taken up and the installation •will 
be strong and efficient.

The Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers' Cooperative bank 
of Cleveland has recently acquired an 
interest :n a great trust company in 
New York, and meanwhile other labor 
banks have been organized all over 
the country. In all there are nine or 
ten either in operation now or in im- 
mediate prospect. One Is at Notting- 
ham, a suburb of Cleveland, where 
the Nottingham Savings and Banking ! 
company with assets of a half a mil- 
lion dollars has been taken over as a • 
branch of the brotherhood bank. At 
Hammond, Indiana, any industrial • 
suburb of Chicago, the brotherhood 
helped to start another labor bank! 


tion at San Bernardino and Dunsmulr, 
California; at Detroit by the main- 
tenance of way brotherhood; at St. 
Paul, 
Minneapolis, 
Kansas City, 


Tuscon, Arizona, Spokane, Washing- 
ton, Dallas and Three Forks, Mon- 
tana. In all of these the brotherhood 
of locomotive engineers has a moral 
interest; in many, it, or its members, 
have a more substantial interest.
